worried, fearing a return of the bootlegger. 

In almost every state supplies ; 
of Scotch, domestic whisky and 
bourbon have been cut to as low 
as 40 per cent of normal, Rum, 
much of it imported from Cuba, 
gins and brandies are fairly plen- 
tiful and so far shortages of beer 
in some localities have been due 
to transportation difficulties. But 
the trade shudders to think of the 
Pending holiday rush and what it 
will do to scanty reserves. 

Some states have instituted 
rationing, with the quantities allow- 
fed generally more than allotted 
Canadian drinkers whose rations 
range from 26 to 52 ounces monthly. 
Michigan has begun card rationing 
at the rate of one quart of whisky 
|a month, plus whatever “dividend” 
stocks will permit. 

In Iowa whisky rations are on the 
basis of a quart every other week 
with rum and brandy sold as avail- 
}able on alternate weeks. Christmas 
“whisky week.”

Twenty-five years ago tomorrow the 
First Great War came to an end in the sign- 
ing of an armistice for which the German 
high command had asked. Looking back it 
can now be seen that the struggle thus 
ended was only the first campaign in a 
charted war of conquest through which the 
German militarist caste aimed to crush and 
despoil the nations of Europe and there- 
after subjugate, dominate and exploit man- 
kind. They did not succeed because from 
the free nations in both hemispheres men in 
millions offered to give up their lives rather 
than submit to alien military tyranny. 
»Those men, their valor and their achieve- 
ments it is our privilege and our duty to 
formally honor tomorrow. 

Again, as twenty-five years ago, the 
tide of battle is running against the war- 
plotters, because again men have been 
found in millions who would rather die than 
cease to be free. But had it not been for the 
courage and devotion of those who stood 
against the forces of the Kaiser a quarter 
of a century ago, the forces of freedom 
could not today be driving toward the 
citadel of the Fuehrer. 

Let us remember with profound grati- 
tude the men who in Flanders’ Fields and 
elsewhere counted not their own lives dear, 
and who by their sacrifices and resolution 
gave us the chance to successfully resist 
the second onslaught of the aggressors.

Save Coal! 


While the agreement reached at Ottawa 
was Satisfactory to the miners’ officials, it 
was not so to the miners in most fields. 
The tie-up of the mines thus continues, 
somewhat but not much, less complete. 
Measured against the demand and the 
short supply in reserve, it may be said in 
general terms that coal production in Al- 
berta and British Columbia is still para- 
lysed. 

There is no prospect that it will be 
restored until the Royal Commission has 
ended its investigation and made a report; 
perhaps then only if the report concedes in 
substance what the miners are asking for. 
The investigating body has been given the 
powers of a regional war labor board, 
which means that its proposals will be au- 
thoritative, subject only to appeal to the 
national board. i 

This of course involves delay, for the 
investigation must take time. But it also 
brings the issue into line for settlement by 
orderly procedure, instead of by arbitrary 
ruling by the Dominion cabinet. The illegal- 
ity of the strike is apparently to be ignored 
—which is as well—and the Commission 
deal with the question without prejudice 
on that account. The investigation has been 
resumed, and will undoubtedly proceed as 
rapidly as possible, because of the gravity 
of the situation. , 

Meanwhile, there is nothing the public 
can do but conserve fuel in every way, and 
hope that mild weather will continue—not 
only until full production is resumed but 
long enough thereafter to permit empty 
bins to be filled and depleted stock pile: 
replenished.

Prophets Should Lay Off 


Prime Minister Churchill thinks that, 
barring some grave mistake in strategy on 
the part of the Allies, “1944 wi ! 
climax of the European war’. 
the word was “‘climax’’—not “end”. 

This is typically Churchillian. Always 
confident when things looked bad, he is 
now skeptical that they may look more 
favorabie than they really are. Mr. Church- 
ill is not a man of “intuitions 
impulsive notions, or wishful gu 
is mistrustful of success, as he was adam- 
ant in the days of general gloom. 

That facts which Britain’s leader cited 
as reasons for tempering expectation with 
doubt as to an early end of the war are not 
comforting.

The popular reaction to these changes 
in the war trend seems in fact to have 
been foremost in mind, for the Fuehrer laid 
Stress on a demand for loyalty, declaring 
that mass executions will be ordered if ne- 
cessary to prevent a collapse of the home 
front. 

Outsiders cannot judge what the effect 
of this harangue will be. That it will stiffen 
the resistance of the Nazis is to be sup- 
posed, for in effect their leader has told 
them they need expect no mercy from 
either him or their foes. That it will cow 
non-Nazi Germans into submission is like- 
ly, for they know what “mass executions” 
mean. But that it will revive the dreams 
of conquest, loot and glory, is not possible. 
Those dreams, the speech makes clear, 
have faded even from the Hitler mentality. 

Just a year ago, his hearers may have 
recalled, Stalingrad was “never” to be 
given back to the Russians, and “counter- 
blows” were in preparation which would 
frustrate the Allied landings in North 
The objective now is to hold off 
the day of reckoning—and to prepare for 
a later day of “vengeance.”

“As a theoretical proposition it is 
true of course that if all the savings 
of the people who can save were 
invested currently in any given 
year, everything would be all right 
for that vear, But the next year 
we would have additional capacity 
to turn out more goods and this 
would require an additional buying 
power to match it. Under the pre- 
sent money system the only way 
buying power can be increased js 
by expansion of someone's debt, 
Nearly all our money is created 
by the banks writing up demand 
deposits and using them to make 
loans at interest. But debts cannot 
expand for ever, Thus what has 
happened all through our history 
has been that periodically there has 
come a collapse and the savings of 
the country as well as its debts 
have been dargely wiped out, pro- 
perty values have been cut in two, 
and misery has spread among the 
people. 


“One cause of the visitation of 
such events upon our people fs the 
following: Whenever those who 
control the creation and destruction 
of our bank-deposit money discover 
purchasing power of 
money is going down and prices 
rising, they will be likely to try to 
do something about it. They will

seek to prevent their particular 
commodity — money — from getting 
too ct and, as they did in 1920 


they will withdraw from 
circulation several billion dollars 
of bank credit which is all they 
have to do in order to increase the 
value of money and drive down the 
value of everything else. The Fed- 
eral Reserve System was supposed 
to stop this. But it certainly didn't 
succeed very admirably between 
1929 and the outbreak of the war.” 

It is the function of the banks to 
loan money to private firms and in- 
juals. So far as their merchant 
ig functions go, the Canadian 
nks do an excellent job of it. 

But it is not the function of the 
banks to create credit and currency, 
That is the sovereign right of the 
government. Nor is it the proper 
n of the banks to loan money 
mental financing at even 
the smallest rate of interest. 

That is the function The Bank of
